George Robins 

About twenty-fivo years ago, the 
mp»t famous man in London wai 
George Robins, the auctioneer. He 
eajojed a reputation, in his day, such 
as none before him had obtained. To 
•-fine per-aon, agreeable manuers, gen- 
tl«m*nlj bearing, and diguilied ad- 
dress, he added mind, education 
kesn sense of right, and a knowledge 
of men that was remarkable. If the 
auction room has a school of literature 
of its own, Gso-ge Robins must be re- 
ed aa ita foundor. His glowing 
is of the estat es that passed 
beneath' hia hammor were certainly 
among the most extraordinary produc- 
tions that issued from the press; and, 
whatever may hare been their intrin- 
sic merits, they brought their com- 
poser a richer pecuniary return than 
w»a ever realized by author. His 
.knowledge was never at fault. He 
made the sale of a library a continu- 
ous literary lecture. Reading ex- 

?|uisitely.vvell, passages from the work 
le'w'aH selling— giving, in brief, the 
-biographies of their authors— enlarg- 
ing upon their peculiar merits or d»- 
ieots of style — summing up tho infor- 
mation they imparted — rapping out 
h'sia ins tors from Greek and Roman 
classics— and repeating excerpts from 
humorous writers with an air so un- 
affectedly ludicrous as to sot the room 
in a roar of laughter— ho often obtain- 
ed higher prices for works than they 
could have been purchased for in the 
•hops. 

But it was in tho sale oi the trea- 
sures of *e noblomau's or gentleman's 
mansion that George Robins found 
amplest room for his talents. Whou 
Fonthill Abbey was to be sold, in 
1820, by a single stroke of his pen he 
BATed Beckford, its accomplished own- 
er, from the ruin that would have at- 
tended its sacrifice. Seizing upon the 
•furiosity which the exclusivoness of 
its ewnor had awakened in regard to 
4he magnificent shrine, admission was 
denied to all who were not purchasers 
of a guinea catalogue. Such was tho 
fame of tho nrjoaraellod collection that 
eight thousand" of these were sold. 
Multitudes rushed from all parts of 
tho kingdom to wander through tho 
grounds and visit tho galleries of the 
Abby. Accommodation could not 
be secured. Tents woro pitched 
in the park. Carts and wheel • 
barrows, barrels and boxes, wero usod by 
the gentry for slooping-placos. Tho 
■ale lastod thirty-threo days. Tub 
Abbey sold for £330,000— a third moro 
than ita. value. George Robin's dos- 
criptior . had Bet all England mad. 
Piotur/ 1 sold at most extravagant 

£rioos. 'Raphael's St. Gathoriuo, now 
i tho national Gallery, brought £5,- 
250. Old printB wore run up to £u'0 
a rid £70. Pen-and-ink skotchos real- 
ised fire tiroes their cost. It was the 
triumph of tho great auctioneer. The 
treasures ql the'Abbey alono— books, 
articles of virtu, furniture, and works 
of art-revised moro than £1,000,- 
000.

cited by the sale of tho Duke of 
Buckingham's property at Stowe, in 
1851. Multitudes who did not care to 
buy, purchased cataloguoe to visit the 
famous lordly domain. During tho 
sale, tho unrivalled man of the ham- 
mar made capital of everything. Upon 
this bed her Majesty had slept— this 
Rembrandt Prince Albert had special- 
ly admired — the "saTage Rosa" gave 
this identical landscape to his daugh- 
ter — and this "Unjust Steward" — "I 
will insult you by describing it, ladies 
and gentlemen ;it is one of the marvels 
of of art." The Stowe sale, also, like 
the Fonthill Abbey, released ita pro- 
prietor from debt. 

It is said of George Robins that the 
only professional mistake he ever 
made brought him more reputation 
than aDy act of his life. He had to 
soil tho effects of a merchant lately de- 
ceased. The plate amounted to above 
six hundred ounces of silver; but for 
daily uso thore had been reduplicates of 
tho set in Sheffield waro. By some acci- 
dent, or, as it "was aftorward whiopered 
about, by the contrivance of a gang of 
"dealers," it happened that the wholo of 
tho silver wuh knockad down as plated 
ware on the first day of the sale, and 
carried off at one-twentieth of its value. 
The aeoond day whan the plated ware 
was put up as silver, the fraud was of 
course discovered; but then it was too 
late for recovery, tho purchasers of the 
silver being nowhere to bo found. Mr. 
Robins made good at onco from his own 

Curso the loss that had been oooaiioned 
y his carelessness. 

Cork Mattresses. — "Rear- Admiral" 
writes to a London paper: — "You 
will, I believe, be rendering good ser- 
vice to many of those whose business 
or temporary abodo is on tho great 
waters, if when you have a small space 
you will call public attention to the 
recommendation of Vice-Admiral Ry- 
der, now absent in command of the 
China Station, that ships' mattresses 
should consist of granulated cork in- 
stead of hair, for the sake of buoy- 
ancy, lives being of ton lost when help 
is near at hand, and the ships' boats 
insufficient. For a long time before 
the fearful Northfleot disaster tho Ad- 
miral had advocated tho use of such 
mattrosses, capable of supporting GOlb . , 
and costing from 7s, to lis. Gd., ac- 
cording to the quantity of tho cover. 
How many lives might have been Bav- 
ed during the last few years had such 
means been at hand in Her Majesty's 
ships Bombay, Amazon, and Orpheus; 
in a Russian frigato lost in the Baltic, 
in tho Re' dTtslai, in an American 
corvette lost in the East Indiez, not 
to mention tho moro reoent droudful 
cases in tho merchant service. Cap- 
tain J. C. Wilson, who was comman- 
der of the Bombay flag-ship, burnt off 
Montevideo, stated that tho men, in- 
cluding sixty marines, and boys 
drowned, might hnvo boon Baved by 
tho hammocks if tho latter had boon 
buoyant. The grand desideratum for 
preserving life in cases of foundering 
&0., is something which must be for 
ordinary purposes both at hand and in 
good order, and such is the hammock. 
People gonorally, and especially sail- 
ors, will riot bo 'lumbered,' evon at 
tho cost of a few shillings, with a lifr- 
saving article; indeed, to sailors there 
is something ridiculous in tho very 
idea; no one expects to be drowned. 
The fact may bo thought worthy of 
consideration that boats which, pro- 
perly or improperly, have shoved off 
from the ship, do nut always rescue a 
sufficient number from tho fear of ap- 
proaching her and being swamped by 
numbers jumping in; whereas mon 
floating about on hammocks could bo 
deliberately picked up, ouo by oue, 
till a safe load has been secured. The 
Russian Navy has been rooontly sup- 
plied with cork mattrosses, tho Prus- 
sian Navy has given orders for a sup- 
ply, and tho Secretary of tho United 
States' Navy, in his last report, holds 
out a prospect of their early adoption 
in the public service. I may add that 
Admiral Ryder has uoithor pecuniary 
nor any personal interest in this mat- 
ter; nor. to the best of my belief, has 
any one of thoso who advocate his 
proposition." 

A Runawat Heirbsb. — Miss Agnes 
Burns, tho beautiful daughter of a 
poor woavcr of Dundee, Scotland, 
secretly left her homo last September 
and sailed for New "York. Since thou 
nothing lifts been hoard of her, oxcopt 
that her name has been found on the 
passenger list of a Glasgow steamer. 
Though her father was poor, Miss 
Burns was givon a fine oducation and 
was surronded with luxuries by Mr. 
Robert Gray.a wealthy bachelor Iinclo 
of Glasgow. She only eighteen years 
old, and had just completed hor school 
days when she ran away. Mr. Gray 
was travelling on tho continent at the 
timo, but ho returned at onco and has 
sinco made every effort to find her. 
Ho has authorized two medical gontlo- 
mon of tho city of Now York to offer 
tho munificent roward of $5,000 for 
news of hor whereabouts, and he will 
como to America this summer, unless 
she is discovered before that time. 
Mr. Gray iB over sevmty, in worth 
£100,000, and his nieco is his only 
heir. A goldon opportunity to secure

Alive or Dead? 

When the Anti-Registration Bill 
iraa on its way through tho House we 
pointed out that the effect of the at- 
tempt to abridge the People s rights 
at the ballot-box would be to arouse 
a feeling of hostility among the elect, 
ors that would eventually result in 
the downfall of the present Govern- 
ment. The avowed object of tho Bill 
was to disfranchise. Under a guise 
of tho title of "Registration of Voters' 
Act" it was intended to hocus out of 
their political rights a large and valua- 
ble class of tho community, viz: the 
workingtnen. On the floor of tho 
House the Premier laid it down as a 
principle of the Bill that it would pre- 
vent laborers voting until they had re- 
Bided many months in a district. It 
mattered not how long they might 
have resided in another district— how 
much they might have contributed to 
the growth and woalth of the Province 
-how many years they might have been 
voters in tho Province — tho moment 
they left one district to roside in an- 
other their political rights were for- 
feited, and they were forced to under- 
go another long period of probation 
in tho now district before they could 
be allowed to tako tho simplest siharo 
in the government of the country. 
Under this clause scores, hundreds of 
as valuable Bottlers as any country 
could desire have been disfranchised. 
There are dozens of British subjects 
employed in the different workshops 
of this city who have resided in the 
Province 17 years, and have contribut- 
ed an important quota towards the 
wealth and progress of the Province, 
who are debarred from registering their 
votes because the last 12 mouths of that 
period have not boon passed in this 
electoral district! If they came into 
this district on tho 1st day of Juno, 
1874, and have resided "continuously ' 
in the district over siuoo they may regis- 
ter their claims on the lnt clay of June, 
1875: but to have arrived here on the 
2d day of Juno, 1874. instead of the 
1st, constitutes a political crime of 
such magnitude that they must needs 
wait another year before they can send 
in their claims. Viewed in its most 
favorable) liiiht, wo regard tho Bill as 
a piece of special class legislation 
which ought not to disgrace the stat- 
ute-book of a Province enjoying Con- 
stitutional Government. It might have 
answered iu the old days of Crown Col- 
ony, Downing street Administration, 
when the only class who got on in the 
Province wore tho official class, who 
absorbed the revonucs for their own 
benefit just as enormous sponge if 
placed io a vessel containing water 
will gradually absorb every drop of 
moisture. Those wore days when the 
present Attorney-General, rejected by 
the popular voice, was hoisted into 
the Council by Governor Seymour to 
vote against Responsible Government, 
which he did through four successive 
sessions, and even upou tho very 
threshold of Confederation tho Jour, 
nals of the Council will show that he 
raised his voice aud cast his votoagainst 
the right of tha people to self -govern- 
ment I Is it any wonder that this saino 

Sentleruan should be the first to turn 
is sails to catch tho favoring breeze" 
under Responsible Government ? That 
adoptiug politics as his profession 
ho should be tho first to profit by the 
introduction of popular institutions 
and the very last to accord to tho poo- 
ple tho fruits of the victory gained 
in Confederation over officialdom ? 
Would the couutiy bo surprised to 
know that one of his first unconstitu- 
tional acts was to refuse to return to 
his constituents for re-election after 
having accepted office in a now Minis- 
try? that ho nest attempted to alter 
the terms of Union with Canada with- 
out consulting tho people who origin- 
ally ratitiod the compact? that ho 



appointed himself a delegate to 
England to discuss, now terms and 
green-seal champagne at Provincial 
expense; and that ho has disgraced 
the last session of a venal Parliament 
by tho passage of an Act so infamouK 
in its intention, so pernicious in its ef- 
fect, and so unconstitutional in its 
provisions that oven ho stands aghast 
at the storm it has raised about his 
ears, and is issuiug proclamation after 
proclamation to still the popular in- 
dignation by suspending the measure ? 
The paid apologists of tho Govern- 
ment are doing their best to help their 
friends out of their difficulty. They 
make but a poor "fist" of it. Almost 
tho only excuse offered for tho Bill is 
that the "names of dead men appear on 
tho old Voters' Lists." Shades of de- 
parted electors, defend us! Tho Min- 
istry are so hard pressed that to cover 
their retreat (and defeat) they must 
o'on"call spirits from the vast ydeep!" 
The popular fallacy has always been 
thaf'dead men tell no tales;" but hero 
wo havo a solemn Act of tho Legisla- 
ture of British Columbia perpetrating 
a gravo injustice upon tho "living" in 
order that the "dead" may not vote! 
It must strike everyone quite forcibly, 
however, that the only departed oues 
that will haunt tho ballot-boxes at the 
approaching contest are tho political- 
ly-immure I gentlemen through whoso 
agency tho Anti-Registration Act was 
placed as a blot on our statute-book. 

"Tardy Justice. " 

Undor the heading of "tardy justice" 
a lotter found its wuy into this paper on 
tho 15th iust. Tho professed aim oi the 
writer ivoa to condemn tho too frequent 
adjournments of Court business to suit 
tho convenience of icotI gentlemen at 
tlio expense of the publie convenience, 
His real object Beems to havo been to 
prejudice tho minds of jurors against a 
Ohineso prisoner in an approaching trial 
before tho Assize Court. So long aH the 
writer dealt with tho hardships inflicted 
upon jurors, wo agreo with him. The 
public convenience, so far as it is compat- 
ible with a proper administration of jus- 
tice should alwa3-a bo consulted before 
that of gentloaen who having accepted 
retainers, and a jury having been summon- 
ed, find themsolvos unable, by reason of 
other engagements, to conduct tho crtso 
on tho day set. Any attempt to iufluouce 
tho minds of a jury against a prisoner, 
however, cannot bo too sovorely repro- 
bated. Tho offending passage was in- 
serted by inadvertence, and when tho at- 
tention of tho publisher had been drawn 
ti it ho seized tho first opportunity to ex- 
press regret at tho publication, and to 
state that it, bad ever been his aim to 
avoid oppressing an opinion upon an un- 
tried case.

Editor Colonist:— I quito agreo with 
your Cowiohan correspondent about tho 
disgraceful manner in which this district 
has been treated by the Local Govern- 
ment. Some years ago wo were promis- 
ed a trunk road betweon Victoria and 
Nanaimo. Tho Lands and Works De- 
partment took great credit to thomselvos 
for having discovered a good route from 
Goldstream to Cowichan; tenders were 
oallod for, and there tho matter onded. 

Tho next raovo was to oonnoct us with 
Nanaimo. A few thousand dollars has 
been spent on different patches of tho 
road, and we aro to-day as far from Na- 
aaimo as wo woro ton years ago, for tho 
simple reason that tho pieces of road 
that havo been rrmde aro only connected 
by trails on which it requires skilful na- 
vigation to travel with an ox-sled. 

Last winter the wharf at Cowichan Bay 
wsr carried away by ice. The Govern- 
ment promised to rebuild it. Surveyors 
have been horo to locote and, possibly, 
if thoy can only be induced to work over- 
time in tho Land Office, perhaps in an- 
other six months tenders will be asked 
for. In tho meantime no man can get 
to the steamer unless ha cin "'paddle his 
own canoe," and as cattle aro not very 
handy in canoes they havo to eat their 
heads off on the farms. Undor these cir- 
cumstances is it to be wondered at that 
old settlors aro getting disgusted and 
loaving, and no now ones coming in.

Turning; the Tide. 

[From the Rochester, X. T., Eipren.J 

Mr.*Froudo, tho English historian, 
has boon visiting Natal, South Africa, 
and, on his return to England.has de- 
livered a lecture on the advantages of 
that distant country for immigration. 
Tho colony of Natal alone.be declares, 
can support a population of (50, 000,- 
001), and is dostined to bo tho home 
of a great nation. That country, he 
declares, offers inducements superior 
to thoso of Australia, and Mr. Joseph 
Arch is advised to turn his attention 
from Canada and the United States to 
the British possessions in Africa, as 
tho proper objective point for his ar- 
my of immigrants. 

But Mr. Proud e finds ono objection 
to Africa. Our readers will guess at 
once what that is. He objects to tho 
African. Tho latter, ho declares, is a 
"lazy, good for nothing scoundrel." 
He evidently expocted to find 
tho native a cultivated and refiued Chris- 
tian gentleman. When ho landed and 
[jeered over tho first hill in tlio direction 
of the African's home, ho waa manifestly 
surprised that iio did not see a church 
and a gallows — those twin representatives 
of Christianity and civilization. 

Iustond of that the brilliant and roso- 
luto Englishman discovered tribes of 
sable-hued barbarians, who spoilt their 
time in "sleeping, smoking and steal- 
ing." Tho colored individual in that 
South African fence evidently much dis- 
gusted tho lecturer. But iu the event of 
the carrying out of tho emigration 
schema, that difficulty might bo obviated 
by colonizing tho natives on tho Antarc- 
tic continent. Lot Sambo move on with 
the Indian while the white man appro- 
priates tho vine, fig tree, forest and hunt- 
ing ground. 

It is not at all unlikely that a strong 
effort will bo made to turn the tide of 
emigration from Great Britain in tho di- 
rection of South Africa. There isagreat 
continent there awaiting tho skill, energy 
ami intelligence of the Anglo Saxon. The 
hostile tribes of negroes may measurably 
obstruct tho work of settlement, but the 
raoa which pushed its way through tho 
inhospitable wilds of America, subduing 
nature in its most savage aspoots, and 
driving before it tho fioroo and intract- 
able Indian, is equal to tho easier task of 
overcoming tho lesser obstructions of 
Africa and holding in chock a raco of na- 
tives * hose hostility is far less formid- 
able than that euoountored by American 
Colonists, 

A Tunnel from Europb to Africa. — 
A company lias rocontly boon -formed 
in Spain under tho title of tho Intor- 
Continontal Railway Company, tho 
main object of which is to unite Eu- 
ropo and Africa by a tunnol under tho 
Straits of Gibraltar. Thia one, as 
projected, is to bo a straight line, ex- 
tending between Tarifa and Algosiras 
on tho Spanish coast to Couta and 
Tangier on the Morocco shove. The 
submarine portion will ho d.i, 1G0 ft. 
in longth, or nearly nine miles. This 
enterprise offora more difficulties than 
tho similar work under tho English 
Channol, although the latter has more 
than twice tho longth. The maximum 
dopth of the Channol at tho points to 
bo traversed is but lQ9.lj.io,, wbUo that 
of tho Straits is 2021ft, Supposing 
that the tunnel under Gibraltar bo 
bored at a distance of 1,000ft. undor 
tho bed, its total dopth under tho soa 
lovol would bq over 3 t QQQffc M while 
tho entry and oxit gallerios would bo 
each throo miles in length:

LAST MGHTSJ13PATCHES 

Eastern States. 

New York, May 20.— The featuro of 
the session of the Long Island Dio 
cosau Episcopal Convention iu Brook- 
lyn yesterday, was the report of the 
committee on christian education by 
the Rev. S. Brown. Tho report urges 
the establishment of tho Bystom of tho 
Episcopal schools, in which tha church 
children may obtain relig'ous instruc- 
tion not taught in tho public schools 
of the Stato. Tho report uses strong 
language in denunciation of the pub- 
lic schools and urges that popular 
schools shall bo made christian. A 
resolution io appended urging tho es- 
tablishment of numerous diocesan in- 
stitutes of kuowledgo and of disci- 
pline. 

Chicago, May 20.— Mrs. Lincoln, 
widow of the lato President, was yes- 
terday adjudged insane by a jury in 
tho County Court, and this morning 
was removed to a privato asylum, at. 
Batavia,Ill. Inquiry was made on the 
petition of her son Iloht. T. Lincoln, 
the evidence of a number of physi- 
cians, the proprietor and sevoral em- 
ployes of the Grand Pacific Hotel, 
where she has been staying since her 
return from Florida, and of her son 
and numerous friends. All showed 
that sho was hopelessly insauo. Her 
malady has been of a mild typo, but 
after the trial sho became worse and 
was obliged to bo placed under res- 
traint. It has been known by Mrs. 
Lincoln's family and friends for sev- 
eral years that her mind was unsettled 
to a degree which fully warranted hor 
being called insane, but a natural re- 
luctance to take any stops which would 
mako the facts known to tho general 
public has heretofore inlluenced theoi 
against restraining her in any way of 
hor liberty, or putting her under 
medical treatment for hor mind. Re- 
cently, however, her condition has 
been so much worso that 'it became 
absolutely necessary that something 
should bo done for the unfortunate 
lady. 

Chicago, May 20.- — Mrs. Lincoln 
has been kept undor close BUrveilance 
since leaving the court room yester- 
day. She escaped from her room to- 
day and went to a drug store, order- 
ed landonum and other drugs with 
tho intention of committing suicide, 
but the druggist, who was acquaintod 
with her, fixed up a simple compound, 
which was taken by her in few minu- 
tes after leaving tho drugstora. Tho 
offect was harmless. Sho will be takon 
to tho asylum to-morrow. 

Chicago, May 20. — A shocking af- 
fair occurred on Tuesday in Cass 
County, Iowa. Daniol O'Connor, a 
wealthy farmer, attempted to ravish 
his daughter, aged 13, and threatened 
her with death if sho told of tho crime. 
She went to her uncle, however, and 
told him and tho officors went to ar- 
rest him. Hearing them coming ho 
shot and killed himself. 

Lyon, Pa., May 20.— A fire broke 
out at 11 o'clock this morning at the 
llashanon Lumber Companies' mill, 
west of Osceola. Fifteen million foot 
of lumber were burned. The wind 
was so strong that lire brands two foot 
long being thrown to most all parts of 
tho town of Osceola. Tho fire broke 
out in every quarter. All tho public 
buildings except the Catholic and 
Methodist churches were burned. 
About two hundred housoB woro des- 
troyed, and twelve hundred people 
rendered houseless; the peoplo were 
driven to the race course where thoy 
were surrounded by the tiro from all 
sides. The fire department here left 
at 2 o'clock with their steamer and 
hoso carriage, but could not reach 
Osceola on account of the railroad 
track being burned. The railroad be- 
tween Osceola and Powellton on either 
side is one blaze of tiro. Members of 
the lycho company fought their way 
through, and rendered all tho assis- 
tance possible. About 200 houses are 
standing yet, half a dozen wore burn- 
ed between Oscoola and Powellton, 
Powellton is not destroyed. Sheriff 
McPheison left PenBdale at 4 o'clock 
and reports at that hour that 
fourtoou houses wers burned there, 
and tho conflagration raging terribly. 
No escape for the town, every com- 
munication being cut off by *.ho lire 
through the woods. At this writing 
Hoop and Hums, tailors, the Moshau- 
on lumber company, t, ' J0 Jieirs of Gigg- 
bills and Caldwell s lumber sawmills, 
Jesse Warlord's new foundary and 
about 80 million feet of lumber have 
been destroyed at Osceola, Total loss 
about two millions, insurauoo gov- 
orally light. No livofl lost up to tho 
last report. The miners who were on 
tho strike aro working diligently to 
save Pensdale, 

.Bellfounte, Pa., May 20.— An ex- 
tra train left here Ibis evening for 
Snow Shoo with a largo body of nion 
from Yalmitino'B Works to aid in ex- 
tinguishing tho fires in that neighbor- 
hood, Mine No. d, Snow Shoo, is 
burned about seventy-five foot, and 
tho trestle works of tho Railroad havo 
boon destroyed, Tho Wa tor tanks ftud 
several buildings along tho road are 
on fire and great excitement prevails. 

Later — About 20 cars havo been 
burned at Snow Shoe, and about 80 
or 100 tons of coal; and n\l the houses 
about tho niiim destroyed. Oerior- 
doi'a Mill and a largo lot of lumber 
aro destroyed ;»lso, timber belonging to 
tho Bollfouute Mill Co. 

PorrsviixE, May 20. — Tho fires on 
tho mountains continue and tho winds 
havo spread them rapidly in all direc- 
tions. Tho citizens of Middleport tel- 
egraphed to tho Potbvillo fire dopart- 
moflt for assistance to-day; but boforo 



transports could bo obtained t.bry 
again telegraphed that they had tb 
firo under control. Tho people of 
Gilberton telegraphed tho Mahonny 
City fire department for help., a large 
colliery being in danger. It is now 
finally saved. Al. Donaldson's and 
tho T-emont Colliery whistles and 
alarms woro given during tho day, 
summoning the men to piotect tho 
coal beakers. Tho firo is advancing 
on Mabonay City, Mahonay Plains 
and Maireville, whose citizens are out 
in the woods fighting tho flames. Tho 
village is entirely burned. Fifteen 
miners' dwellings wero burned at 
Hanquish. At 4 this p. m. a portion 
of the Pottsvillo fire department was 
called out and they immediately left 
by special train for Gilborton.

Tho Carl is ts claim that they 
havo ocenpied Unsurbela and Arcco, 
from which Alfonzoist troops retreated 
with heavy loss. 

Munich, May 20.— Ex-Quoen Ame- 
lia, widow of tho lato King Otto of 
Greece, died to-day. 

London, May 21. — 5 a. m. — Dudley 
Baxter is dead. 

London, May 20.— The steamship 
Franco from Now "York has nrrivod 
safe. 

Canada. 

Quebec, May 20. — A letter received 
from tho lighthouse keeper at the 
southwest point of Anticosti Island, 
says that on the 22d of November last 
tho brigautine Orient ran ashore 7 
miles from that Island. Tho Captain 
and seven men wero frozen to death 
in the rigging and six men perished in 
attempting to reach shore. Joyco, 
chief mate, and Moore, a deck hand, 
landed .safely , but were badly fro- 
zen.

Tlie Anglo-French Channel 
Tunnel. 

This tunnel, the London "Lancet" 
vemarks.if it becomes an accomplished 
fact, will test very severely tho abili- 
ties of our "ventilating" architects 
and ongincors. Tho "Engineer" has 
elaborated some curious statistics on 
the subject, and arrives at tho conclu- 
sion that, having regard to the num- 
ber of trains sent through daily, it will 
bo nocossary, if ordinary locomotives 
are used, to renou tho air in tho tun- 
nel entirely every hour, and, as the 
tunnel will bo twenty miles long, and 
all tho air must bo withdrawn from 
one end or tho other, a current of air 
must bo passed tluough at tho rate of 
twenty miles an hour. These results 
are, of course, arrived at on tho. sup- 
position that tho air would bo render- 
ed irrespirable by the coke smoke 
evolved, and tho obvious alternative 
is to apply motive power by means 
other than thoso in uso on ordinary 
railways. It has, too.yet to bo decid- 
ed by the engineering world whether 
tho erection of a shaft or shafts in the 
Channol is practicable. In consider- 
ing this important bubjoctof ventila- 
tion in connection with tho Channel 
tunnel, we have no work in existence 
at all analagous to the proposed struc- 
ture; for that through Mont Conis is 
comparatively short and admirably 
situated for purposes of ventilation, 
and the Motropolition Railway is so 
riddled with openings, shafts and 
holes in every direction that evon Lon- 
don smoke and dirt fail to mako its 
atmosphere moro than dense, or in 
some parts disagreeable. 

A Falh eiTog Crickei. 

Land and Water has (April 1) tho fol- 
lowing notioo of the death of Mr. Edward 
Hayward Budd: Few names, it says, aro 
better known to students of the hiatorv 
and antiquities of cricket than that o"f 
Mr. Edward Budd, whose death last Mon- 
day at tho ripe old ago of ninety, is unit 
ftnnounced. Ho shared with Lord Ed- 
ward Boauclerc and Mr. William Ward 
tho credit of being the best amateur cric- 
keter of tho early part of tho present cen- 
tury, and was in somo respects superior 
to either of hiB memorable rivals. Ono 
of tho best fielders and bowlers of his 
day he was certainly the hardest hitter, 
and performed many a wonderful feat, 
including a hit out of Lord's old ground, 
whoro Dorset square now stands, in a 
Surrey and Englund match. 1808; add a 
forward drive for nine, fairly fielded, and 
run out, on Woolwich common. He 
first played at Lord's in Sept., 1802, was 
chosen in gentlemen players in 18UG and 
continued tho game for fully fifty years, 
playing well to tho last, and ready to 
take any place in the field. He and John 
Jackson, tho celebrated pugilistic tutor 
of Lord Byron, wero reckoned to be, 
about tho timo of Waterloo, the two best 
mado mon in England, and ho stood up 
to tho fastest bowling of his day without 
any further defense than an extra pair of 
stockingB rolled down so as to protect 
his ankles from being severely hit. Few 
msn have over been so distinguinhod for 
prowess in athletic sports, and very few 
havo livod a healthier and happier life. 
In Uis first recorded match he played 
with James Aylvrard, who was born soon 
after 17-10, and know crickot from its 
earliest start into fame. In him wo lose 
tho last connecting link between our- 
solves and those who first did their best 
t.) mako cricket what it now is, and tlio 
place that bo filled is now ompty forever. 
It is probable that he was at least twenty 
years older than any cricketer of note 
nince W. Beldtiam died, nt DC, in 1SG2, 
and that ho tt«b the last Burvivor of tho 
old Bohool of underhand bowlers, who 
were superseded, for »11 practical pur- 
poses, when James Broad bridge and W. 
Lillywhito introduced tho present Sys- 
tem of bowling in 1S27.
